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Pennsylvania Weekly Crop Weather – June 5th, 2016:  
Pennsylvania had a good week for field activities with an average 

of 5.0 days suitable for field work. Temperatures were reported 

with a high of 93o(F), a low of 41o(F) and a state average 

temperature of 71o(F). A hot and humid week with a good mix of 

sunshine and scattered rain showers providing the warmth and 

moisture needed to for significant crop progress as can be seen in 

corn and soybean emergence. Barely can be seen yellowing and 

much has been cut and harvested for silage. Hay cuttings took 

place during the earlier, dryer portion of the week. Reports on 

fruit condition continue to sound favorable for apples. However, 

cherries have failed almost entirely and new concerns note 

peaches appear lighter than expected this time of year. Field 

activities focused mainly on planting and spraying.

ADAMS County, Judy A. Behney 

Adams County's weather has been pretty hot this week. Morning 

temperatures high 60s to 70's and daytime temperatures into the 

high 80's and most days had pretty good humidity. Some rainfall 

Thursday night into Friday morning then just cloudy till Friday at 

lunchtime the rain started in the county which will halt any 

planting. Friday afternoon south of Gettysburg received 3 inches 

of rainfall and other areas of the county received 0.75 inches of 

rainfall.  Saturday started out misty cloudy but then cleared after 

lunch.  Sunday was cloudy then some sun around lunchtime but 

then around 4 pm a storm with heavy rain and winds came 

through the county.  Some limbs from trees down and wheat and 

hay some of it is lodged/flattened and York Springs had about 

0.75 inch of rainfall but other areas varied. Cooler after the storm 

went through. Corn and soybeans continue to be planted in the 

county and producers trying to concentrate on corn as the final 

plant date of June 10th for RMA approaching quickly. There are 

still wet areas within fields while being planted but trying to get 

what they can planted. Hay continues to be baled for wet and dry 

hay. Wheat and barley are heading nicely and looking pretty 

good. Fruit crops are doing ok but Tart Cherries seem to be hit the 

hardest. Apples and peach producers are still not fully aware of 

the crop they will be harvest due to weather conditions this spring. 

Vegetables are planted and being harvested. Strawberries are 

being picked and seem to have a decent crop. Barley in the county 

is ripening and yellow in color. Overall the producers are putting 

in long hours to try to get their crops in the ground and also busy 

harvesting forage crops as the weather cooperates.  

 

ADAMS/FRANKLIN Counties, Thomas Kerr 

Corn is now starting to grow with the heat this week. Apples still 

appear to be in good condition, but peaches still look to be much 

lighter than normal. Cherries are not going to be available this 

year. Showers late in the week slowed hay making. 

 

 

 

CENTRE County, Dick A. Decker 

Some good hay making weather during the week. A few days 

with light misty rain showers. 1/4 inch rainfall in my gauge. Crops 

generally look good. 

 

DAUPHIN/PERRY Counties, Liz Bosak 

Planting of corn and soybean is wrapping up. Many farmers were 

busy trying to bale hay before forecasted rains. Cereal leaf beetle 

larvae are actively feeding on small grains. Conditions were ideal 

for weed germination including foxtails, common lambsquarters, 

and pigweeds. 

 

JUNIATA/SNYDER Counties, William C. Sheaffer 

Showers and rain slowed the field activities for the week. Dry hay 

making at the beginning of the week was common. Planting and 

spraying were common throughout the week. All crops are 

looking good. 

 

LANCASTER County, Jeff Graybill 

Leaf hoppers on alfalfa are at moderate levels with some growers 

spraying prior to second cutting. Hearing of several corn 

replanting issues due to slug pressure and previous cool wet 

growing conditions. Barley is yellowing with a significant amount 

of direct cut barley being harvested last week to be followed by 

late silage or soybeans. Most of the wheat is now past flowering 

and less susceptible to Head Scab. Finally, moisture levels vary 

across the county, with adequate to excessive soil moisture. 

 

MONTGOMERY County, Andrew Frankenfield 

Another excellent week for field work. Corn and soybean planting 

is nearly complete. Hay has been made and more will be cut this 

week with the good weather forecast. A quick 1/2" of rain Sunday 

evening gave the crops a nice refresher. 

 

WESTMORELAND County, Thomas Sierzega 

Warm weather with scattered showers all week. Crop progress 

moving along. Corn and beans responding to warmer weather.
